The City Council adopted a new tax rate at its meet¬ 
ing yesterday that is 3 cents lower than the old figure. 

The new rate is $1.57 per $100 in assessed valuation, 
from which the city will collect $196,909. The decrease in 
the rate was possible because the city’s assessed valuation 
increased bv $1,600,000 to a 
total of $12^532,000. 

Sierra Madre, in other 
words, will collect more mon¬ 
ey this coming year from the 
lower rate than it did from 
the higher figure. The bulk 
of the boost in the city’s as¬ 
sessed valuation came as a 
result of new home and 
apartment construction. 

Although Sierra Madre- 
ans will get a break from 
the city, their total tax bill 
will be higher.

"It's hot-but if you like to hunt dove, the trip is worth it." 

That’s how the Automobile Club of Southern California described this 
week's motorlog to Imperial Valley where the dove season is in progress 
from Sept. 1-30. 

Discussing the overall hunting sit¬ 
uation in this locale, the Club’s Out¬ 
ing Bureau reports that most nimrods 
are quartering at one of the numer¬ 
ous air-conditioned hotels and motels 
at El Centro, Brawley, Holtville or 
Calexico, ciues which surround the 
major dove-hunting area in Southern 
California. 

Because of the heat, hunters are 
up very early and are usually fin¬ 
ished for the day by 10 a.m. 

Hunters are advised that rifles are 
forbidden and that a 10-gauge shot¬ 
gun is the largest gun that may be 
used. If automatic or pump guns are 
used, they must be plugged so that 
they can hold no more than three 
shells, including one in the barrel. 

The law forbids carrying a loaded 
gun in a motor vehicle, shoodng 
from a moving vehicle, from or 
across a highway or within 150 yards 
of any residence or recreation area. 

Hunting hours are from one-half 
hour before sunrise to sunset. 

A State hunting license is required 
for all persons. 

Hunters who've taken their limit 
of 10 birds a day and feel like look¬ 
ing around a bit can take their choice 
of the nearby Shell Beds or Painted 
Gorge, both west of El Centro, via a 

US 80. And just across t___ 

from Calexico is Mexicali, capital of 
Baja California. Its Old Mexico at¬ 
mosphere, street vendors and cafes trip to El Centro is 174 miles.
